AR FINANCE NO “MYSTERY” 

But except for the size of the 
figures involved there is no mys- 
tery about financing a war. The 
Government of the United States 
is buying the best ‘equipment ever 
furnished to any army. It is pay- 
ing not only for equipment that 
reaches the fighting fronts but for 
some equipment that never gets 
there. For every ship that’s sunk 
we must build two new ships— 
for every cargo that’s lost we must 
send out two new cargoes. And 
that costs money. Where are we 
| going to get it? 

Well, there are several ways to 
get the money. We can raise it 
through taxes. We can borrow it 
from the banks. And we can bor- 
row it from the people—and that 
means you. ; 

We could borrow all the money 
from the banks.

INCORPORATION OF 
LABOR UNIONS FIRST 
STEP TOWARD FASCISM 


(The following editorial appeared in the Typographical Journal 
of August, 1937 


Mussolini calls his government a 
“corporate state.” He has all la- 
bor under his thumb in a labor 
syndicate. There is no freedom 
such as we know it. Those who 
ape Mussolini in this country are 


crying for. incorporation of labor! 


unions. 


WHAT IS A CORPORATION? 

The courts have defined a cor- 
poration. in the following words: 
| “Corporation: A body, consisting 
of one or more natural persons, es- 
tablished by law, usually for some 
specific purpose, and continued by 
a succession of members.” 

“An artificial being created by 
law and composed of_ individuals 
who subsist as a body politic under 
a special denomination with the 
capacity of perpetual succession 
and of acting within the scope of 
its charter as a natural person.” 
Fietsam v. 122 Ill. 293. By fiction 
it is partly a person and partly a 
citizen, yet it has not the inalien- 
able rights of a natural person; 
Northern Securities Co! v. United 
States, 193 U. S. 200, 24 Sup. Ct. 
436, 48 L. Ed. 679. 


WHY THEY WERE INVENTED? 
Simply to be able to gather up 
vast sums of money to engage in 
large business enterprises and at 
the same time limit the responsi- 
bility of each investor to the am- 
ount he put in. If a man had a 
million dollars but invested only 
a thousand he could not be sued 
for a million if the corporation 
failed owing a million. Under the 
old partnership arrangement each 
partner was liable for the whole 
amount of a partnership failure. 
Therefore corporations were in- 
vented to avoid individual respon- 
sibility instead of as some would 
have you believe—take on more. 


WHY DOES LABOR OPPOSE 
INCORPORATIONS OF UNIONS? 

Because a corporation is created 
by law and may be controlled by 
law. A labor union is created by 
workers in their own right as citi- 
zens and free men and women. 

Because a corporation is an “ar- 
tificial being.” Labor unions are 
composed of real beings. 

Because a corporation “is partly 
a person and partly a citizen, yet it 
has not the inalienable rights of 
a natural person.” A labor union is 
organized to do in numbers what 
each may do individually under his 
inalienable rights. 

Because there have been thou- 
sands of court decisions and judges’ 
opinions as to what a corporation 
may or may not do. A labor union 
does not want to be bound up in 
miles of red tape and rendered 
| helpless. 

Because corporations are guid- 
ted by lawyers who are, by train- 
| ing and temperament, steeped in 
property rights determined by laws 
already stacked against labor. A 
labor union is better off the less 
it has to do with corporation law- 
yers. : 

Because labor unions do not want 
their funds tied up by injunction 
when most in need of them. Strike 


funds are necessary at the proper } 


time. 

Because the legal profession is 
least fit to deal with labor or eco- 
nomic matters. A judge doesn’t 
worry over the years or irrepar- 
able damage done by his mistakes 
during the time it takes to appeal. 
The longer the appeal the better 
for the lawyer. - / 
WHO ASKS FOR 
INCORPORATION OF 
LABOR UNIONS? 

Those who do not agree to col- 
lective bargaining. 

Those who have throttled labor 
through illegal use of gorce, the 
industrial spy and the armed thug 
sometimes assisted by police. 

Those who are hoping to pre- 
vent organization by confounding 
the multitude of workers with a 
million “thou shalt nots’ from 
lawyers arid judges. 

Those who have been compelled 
through strikes to bargain collec- 


tively but who are plotting and/| 


scheming some way to make col- 
lective bargaining ineffective. 

Those timid souls who nod their 
heads every time they see a scare 
head in the paper or who shiver 
in the glare of the glassy eye of 
their employer who has often 
their presence emphatically threat- 
ened to close up before he would 
deal with a labor union. 

Those whose customers or clients 
are against organized labor. 

Those starving lawyers who en- 
vision a great boom in their busi- 
ness if labor unions had to incor- 
porate. (Some of them had a taste 
of the gravy handling codes’ for 
employers’ associations .under 
NRA.) 

And finally that numerous well- 
meaning average citizen who will 
agree to any proposition you put 


up to him just so long as it doesn’t | 
affect his comfort or convenience. | 


He will agree either way about the 
weather. 
WHAT HAS BEEN LABOR’S 
EXPERIENCE?

Medical Progress of Last Fifty 


Years Has Meant Little to Poor 


Washington, D. C.—A 
committee of the U. S. Public 
Health Service — the Technical 
Committee on Medical Care—has 
issued a report on our national 
carelessness of health, which shows 
once more that poverty is the dead- 
liest of all diseases. It says, in part: 

“It is cause for grave concern, 
and for action, that the poor of our 
large cities experience sickness and 
mortality rates today as high as 
were the gross rates of fifty years 
ago. 

“One-third and perhaps one-half 
of the population is too poor to af- 
ford the full cost of adequate med- 
ical care on any basis. 

“Public health must be brought 
to the factory as well as to the 
home.” 

WHAT MIGHT BE DONE 

To hear that all the medical 
progress, of the last 50 years. means 
little or nothing to the very poor 
of our cities ought to be a shock 
to the most conservative of city 
fathers. ; 

The report also. tells. what 
can be done by a right use of 
the information we have now 
and by securing the proper dis- 
tribution of medical, dental 
and nursing services, - 

“Each year 518,000 new cases of 
syphilis go to doctors. More than 
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special; half a million more resort to self 


medication or quack treatment... 
yet the diagnosis and treatment of 
syphilis are highly perfected, and 
it has been demonstrated that a 
program of control could reduce 
this toll more than 95 percent. 
OTHER BIG GAINS POSSIBLE 

Besides this, a national health 
program can: 

Reduce the death rate of women 
in childbirth by half or mofe. 

Cut down infant mortality rates 
in the same proportion. 

Cut down tuberculosis deaths by 
half within a few years. This is 
the particular place where the re- 
port wants public health to go to 
the factory as well as the home. 

Reduce greatly the present 
deaths from pneumonia. 

Prevent the cripp*:ng of + thou- 
sands by infantile paralysis. 

Wipe out malaria, with the ter- 
rific economic toll which it levies 
on the South. 

Probably reduce materially the 
number of deaths from heart di- 
sease, kidney disease, cancer and 
oceupational - diseases. 

National efforts to cope with dis- 
ease were urged by the commit- 
tee; which said “there is need and 
eccasion now for the development 
of a national health program.”
